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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on 5 November 2008 was filed 
after the mailing date of the non-final rejection on 5 August 2008. The submission is in 
compliance with the provisions of 37 CFR 1 .97. Accordingly, the information disclosure 
statement is being considered by the examiner. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: GB 1,153,717 does 
not teach forming an insoluble precipitate comprising PGM and base metals. WO 2003/087416 
Al teaches a process for extracting platinum-group metals. However, WO '416 does not teach 
leaching the precipitate as claimed. Atkinson, cited in the prior office action, teaches leaching 
with cyanide and then forming a precipitate, but Atkinson does not disclose or suggest leaching 
the precipitate as claimed.
